All juſtly Suffered at T YTB URN on the 20th of Faure, 1679. 
( Not for being either Jeſuits, Prieſts, or Papiſts, but ) 
For their apparent Crimes of HIGH-TREA SON againſt the Life of 
the King, and reiolv'd Deliznes of deſtroying and ſubverting the 
eltablitht Government and Religion of ENGLAND. 
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He Five before-mentioned notorious Criminals, after a long 
Conhnement, being on the 13th of this inſtant Jzze brought 

l to their Tryals, and upon full and demonſtrative Evidence, 
found guilty of the horrid Treatons they ({tood charged with, 


were for the ſame, on Satxrday lait, ſentenced to be Drawn, Hang'd, and 
Quartered ; which this day was accordingly Executed, 


We ſhall not here repeat the hel}iſh Treafons proved againſt them, as 
having not onely refvlvd upon, but {uborn'd perſons to attempt the 
Sacred Life of his molt gracious Majeſty, our lawtul and undoubted 
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Soveraign 3 There having already been publiſhed a {mal} Book in Quar- 
to, giving the World ſome brief (but asto the matter of Fact, molt true) 
Account thereof: Though ſince there hath privately crept abroad a 
Sheet in Folio, pretending the fame ; but in truth not onely plagtart- 
zing the very words of that former Narrative, but impudently prejudj- 
cing Truth, and that more full and exa&t Copy of the Proceedings a- 
gainſt them in due timeto be emitted, by ſugg-l[ting as if that Triobo- 
lary Pamphlet were a full and exa& Account of their Tryals : whereas 
That is onely to be expected from the Pains and Care of Authority. 


It will be enough for us to lay, That Four of theſe moſt dangerous 
MalefaGors were plainly prov'd to have agreed upon, and under their 
reſpe&ive hands, at the grand Conſultation of Jeſuits, { held at the 
White-horſe-Tavern in the Strand, 4pril, the 24th, 1678, and thence 
adjourned to#7ldhoxſe, and ſeveral other Iefl-r Colonies, as they cali 
them) to murther the King, as the onely Expedieat to carry on their 
damnable Delignes of ſubverting the Coverament , and introducing 
Popiſh Superſtitions: and that in puriuance thereof, they had hired ſe- 
veral perſons to effect the ſaid horrid Murther, as Grove and Pickerire 
toſtabbor ſhoot hims Wakewar to poylon him ; Four 1riſþ Ruthans to 
aſlaſlinate him at 1/irdſor, &c. 


Nay farther, it was made appear, that they had prepared received, 
and diſpoſed of Commiſſions to raiſe Forces, and would have had fifty 
thouſand Men in Arms, to have carried on this bloody defign 5 and the 
better to colour the ſame, would at ficit have caſt the 047222 of the Mur- 
ther on the Presbyterians, that by dividing and weakning Proteſtants 
in particular Parties, they might tave been better enabled to deltroy 
them all in general. This was proved to have been declared at a Con- 
ſultation of Fopiſh Prieſts in Staffordſhire. And moreover, that by a 
Letter directed thither , bearing date the very ſame night Sir Fdmmand- 
bary Godfrey was Murthered, they had there news ot his being killed 
before ever his Body was found, or the Fat diſcovered at Lowdor. 
And in this intrigue 1n the Country, the fifth Jeſuite was proved to be 
concerned, who was likewiſe violently preſumed to have been preſent 
at the aroreſaid Conſult at Lozdoz, becauſe his name was theteunto ſub- 
ſcribed, though the Witneſles not particularly remembring to have ſeen 
him write the ſame , did conſciencioully forbear , directly and politive- 
Iy to charge him therewith. 


After they were Condemned , they were kept ſeperately in diſtin& 
Chambers in the Preſs-yard, Newgate, but their friends had (by leave of 
the Court) liberty to come to them inthe preſence of a Keeper. With 
a confidence uiual to thoſe of their perſwation, and eſpecially of their 
Society ,they appeared outwardly not much concerned with the thoughts 
of death , but rather ſeem'd to indulge themlelves ;_ and indeed what 
prepararion for death can we expect trom thoſe, who think Treaſon Me- 
rit, and that whoever dies for promoting the Intereſt of their Church , 
though by the blackeſt and moſt barbarous , and bloody means, thall 
yet be Kalendar'd for a Saint, or at leaſt a Martyr ? | 

Theſe 
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Theſe perſons being of the molt peltilent Fraternity, who blaſpie- 
mouſly call themſelves, The Society of Jeſws, it may not be improper to 
give the Reader ſome ſhort account of their Original , and the Pranks 
they have formerly plaid abroad in other Kingdoms, to let the World ſee, 
That Treaſon, and the contrivance of Dilturbances to Civil States, is no 
new or ſtrange thing, but a natural, and as it were, cf[ential property of 
a jeſuite, | 


Their firſt Founder was Tg-atizs Loyola, a ralkally Spaniſh Souldier , 
born in B3ſcay, about the year 1491 3 who being maim'd in the Wars, 
and unable through poverty, to prolectte his wonted Debaucheries , in 
a melancholly mood, turn'd Superſtitious Zealot , and getting together 
certain ſeduced followers, oftered his ſervice to the Pope, who find- 
ing his power ſhockt and endangered by the attacks of Lather, and 
other wreſtlers for Reformation, was glad to accept of their ſerviceat 
a dead lift: for fo faith 2affers a Jeſuite, 1n his tecond Book of the 
Life of Loyola, Cap. 12. ---- When Tenatias, by the means of Cardinal 
Contarenus, offered the Pope the torm of their Order, wherein ( a- 
moneglt other things ) 1t was contained, That to the other three ſolemn 
Lows of Poverty, Chaſtity, and Obedience, common to other Orders, 

hey would adde a fourth ſpecial Vow, That whitherſoever it ſhould pleaſe 
the Pope to. ſend them, without grudging, delay, or reward, they would 
readily go. As ſoon (1 ſay) os the Pope bad viewed this Propoſal, he 
ſaid, Sure theſe men are ſtirred up by ſpecial Providence, at ſuch a time 
to be an help to the affiiFed State of the Church ! 


On this account, in the year 1540, this Order was confirmed by the 
name of the Soctety of Jeſus, ( for certain blaſphemous reaſons by them 
alleadg=d, which I am aſhamed to mention ) by Pope Pax! the third ; 
whom 811 Hiſtorians record to have been 2 Conyurer, and one that pro- 
ſtituted his own Siſter formerly, to obtain a Cardinals Cap; poylon'd 
his own Mother, and Nephew, that he might enjoy all the Eftate of the 
Family of tiie Farreſes bo and a thouſand orher Villainies. 


From ſuch an Author, «nd ſuch an Eftabliſher, ſprang up the Society 
of Jetuits 5 whoſeirfc Promoter, limping Tgatizs, 18 recorded to have 
eiven for his Motto, thee words s Cavete vobis Principes3 Kings and 
Princes, look to your ſelves ! and indeed they have had reaſon : For 
two of the French Kings have been fince murthered by their Inſtiga- 
tion; not to mention tle Prince of Orange, kill d by one of their Pu- 
pils. Moſt Kingdoms and States in Chri/tendom have been by them 
Embroil'd, infomuch that they have been for their Villanies banithe the 
Kingdom of Frazce , and the Republique of Yerzce; though in both 
plac.s they have infinuated themſelves. And the beſt way of preven- 
ting their [ncurfions, is thatof Sweder 3 where, by Law, if any of them 
are found, they are forthwith to be Guelt : which has hitherto clear'd 
the Realm of them. Nor ever will Exrope be at quiet, till theſe pe- 
itilent reitlels Vermine are ( like the praud pragmarical Knights. Tem- 
plers of o!d ) by the general Conſent of Princes fuppreiled, as tis their 
Laterelt whether Papilts or Proteltants, to do. 
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On Saturday the 14th t1ſtant, there was another of theſz Plotters, 
a Counccllorof the Temple tryed, found guilty, and Condemned, hut 
he, 1n reguard of the multiplicity of his buizne's, and the many periyns 
he was intereſted with, whoſe Writings and Concerns being 11 his 
hands, it might have been no ſmall prejudice co them in their Eltates, 
if he ſhould fo ſuddenly have been cut cf, and therefore on that ac- 
count he ovtained a Reprieve for ſome few days. 


The other five, on this preſent Friday, Juze the 20th. were drawn on 
| three Sleds, each with fower Horles , about half an hour after nine a 
clock in the morning from Newgate ; Vir. Harcoat and Mr. Whitebrea4 
went in the fir{t-Sled, Mr. Gawer,(who as we are credibly informed, was 
a Tailors Son 1n Covert Garden ) and Mr. Turzer 1 the next;{and Fa- 
ther Fexwick 1n the laſt by himſelf. The firit two were 1n Mourning, the 
others 1n colour'd Coats, They all behaved themſelves very reloiurely 
1n their paſſage, and onely one of them had a Book in his hand. The 
Guard was extraordinary, and ſo was the concourſe of people; and if 
they made ſuch a grand diſturbance dying, what difmal eiiccts mult we 
think they would have made had they lived, and their Hellith tlot 
taken etfect. : 


As for Mr. Ferwick, he was a Northumberland man, and it was par- 
ticularly obſerved, that ſeveral Quakers, during the time of his con- 
hinement, came to inquire after him z and there is good reaſon to believe, 
that he had not infrequently been an eminent Ho/derforth amonglt them, 


Whea they came to Tyburr, Harcoat and Whitebread were firit tyed 
up, then the next two Gawer and Turzer 3 they were all four turned 
off together : and after that, Mr. Fenwick ſuffered alone. None of 
them ſaid any thing conſiderable at the place of Execution, but with 
the uſual aſſurance of that Fattion, died without any publick Confeſ- 
fion of their Grimes , ſeeming onely to mutter certata private Prayers 
to themſelves, and fo were watfted to a dubious Eternity. 
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
